Six additional pieces, of the body 


were recovered during the morning 
search of the woods, which is one 
of the highest ridges of southwest- 
ern Wisconsin. In the middle is a 
ravine in which parts of the torso 
was found last ni&ht by searching 
farmeis. 


The six pieces were found in one 


hole. Part of the thigh was found 
In a wood chuck hole by farmers 
early this morning •who followed 
dog tracks to the spot where it 
was burled.

ened irtth interest to' Sir Wilfred 
T. Grenfell, noted medical mission- 
ary to Labrador and the far north, 
in his illustrated -lecture at St. 
Paul's Methodist church Thursday 
evening. Dr. Grenfell was brought 
to Lincoln under the auspices of the 
Methodist churches of the city. Rev. 
'W. W. Robinson of Grace Methodist 
church was chairman of the com- 
Tnittea ia charge and introduced Or. 
Grenfell. 


The speaker vividly described the 


beauty of the Labrador coast, 
the 


Jure of the north, the charm of the 
Arctic, the picturesque scenery, and 
the ,hardships of the few ignoiant 
fishermen scattered from one tip to 
the other of the narrow strip of land 
lacing the Atlantic. He showed both 
ateroptican vieT\s and moving pic- 
tures of the land to which he has 
given his life, which depicted 
the 


wonderful scenery and 
interesting 


people. 
Having gone through bitter wint_ 
rrs and discouraging adversities Sir 
Wilfred does not feel the least bit 
pessimistic regarding the future of 
this country. He pointed out that 
^Ince^thc earliest settlement 
land 


had been considered worthless and 
liad been passed In turn from Ne\y 
England 
to 
Newfoundland, fiou. 


Newfoundland to Canada and from 
Canada back to Newfoundland. Now 
he says, there is a great dispute be- 
tween Newfoundland and Canada 
regarding to 
whom the countri 


belongs. 
In speaking of churches in the 


north, the speaker said that there is 
no definite sect but rather a unified 
working of all churches together 
•which he believes is much l>etter 
than amall organizations trying Lc 
Tfrork separately.

Has Great Future. 
This bleak and rugged stretch of 
barreness today, the doctor believes, 
has a great future ahead. The race 
of people has begun to increase 
faster under proper physical care 
and as soon as transportation fa- 
cilities are 
bettered 
Dr. Grenfell 


looks for a great development in 
this legion. The mountains and hills 
practically unexplored, he believes 
contain many valuable minerals. 
Froper cultivation and fertilization 
would make a large part of th3 
ground fairly arable 


' Poverty in its most desolate senbe 


has greatly handicapped the people 
of this country for scores of years 
Many do not know that 
there is 


money, and do all of their trading 
"by barter. Debts are passed on from 
one generation to another. 
People 


are born In debt, live in debt and 
die in debt. Dr Grenfell and his 
assistants have been trying- to alter 
this condition. 
JSTatural resources hitherto undis- 
covered have recently been brought 
to light to the aid of these people. 
Cod liver oil is now used to combat, 
malnutrition and 
improper food 


supply which so long has menaced 
the health or the natives. A powder 
from whales and seals JIMS b<?en de- 
veloped which has much the same 
effect. The codfish industry prom- 
ises better times for the* struggling 
fishermen. 


Salmon is also caught in great 


abundance A new discovery which 
as in the form of a salmon dip alSL 
will prove a great benefactor to this 
lerritory, m Sir Wilfred's omnion. 
By this dip method the fish may t>* 
preserved for several months 
and 


eaten at the end of that lime with 
the taste of fresh fish. He spoke 
against the wealthy 
"sportsmen" 


who conic up to the coast in the 
summer to slaughter the wild life. 


Salvation In Education. 


Education will be the salvation, of 


the natives of Labrador in the opir- 
ion of Dr. Grenfell. The people are 
TK arly all unable to read or to write. 


He_told of the hospital work end 


of many cases in Which lives had 
been saved and ravages of disease 
had been checked. 
The hospital 


ship which goes up and down the

er as the only touch of civilization 
vhich the Labrador people ever feel 
"Universities have sent scores of the 
young people to aid Dr. Grenfell.

The data gathered by MJT. Carter 


may not prove the feasibility of op-

The findings made by Mr. Car- 


ter follow: 
"For the /car as a whole a velocity 
of ten miles per hour for at least 
five hours of the day occurred on 
75 per cent of the days, and a velo- 
city of ten miles for five or more 
consecutive hours each day occurred 
on 67 per cent of the days."

Thursday by the department of agri- 
culture.

form products and - an improve- 
ment in the purchasing potter of 
foreign countries, with the 
prob- 
ability that the latter would be re- 
duced by local production, also were 
predicted 
Reduced acreages wcro 


recommended as 
a. means of In- 
creasing returns 
o£ the American 


farmer. 
"Hard spring and Durum. tvheat 
growers can. scarcely expect to re- 
ceive return's for the 1927 crop sim- 
ilar to those which have prevailed 
for the 1926 crop, especially if pro- 
duction should bo materially in- 
creased " the report said. 
"The"demand for the 1937 corn 


crop Is expected to be little if nay 
greater than for the 1926 crot>- Corn 
growers are faced with the prospect 
of lower prlcos unless acreage is 
substantially reduced." 
"Unless livestock production rs 


held at about the present 
level, 
present prices cannot be maintained 
"With beef cattle marketings in 1927 
probably materially- less than in 
1926, and the demand for beef 
maintained, prices of slaughter and 
feeder cattle are expected to aver- 
age somewhat higher than in 1926. 
On the whole, cattle prices are ex- 
pected to continue the upward price 
su-ics began in 1922." 


Hog Prices Look Firm. 
The report went 6n to say that 
sheep production was expected to 
Increase moderately afid hog prices 
•were likely to be maintained near 
the present level. The wool market 
seems firm with no price changes in 
prospect. 
A favorable year was forecast for 
egg and poultry produceis and tlic 
dairy Industry was said to be on a 
firmer basis than a year ago Potato 
growers were wamed against over- 
planting and advised to keep a close 
•watch on the acreages of neighbor- 
ing states. Produce gardeners gen- 
erally were cautioned against laiga 
acreages and onion and bean plant- 
Ings, the report said, should be re- 
duced 
Unless unusually favorable con- 
ditions pravail, expansion of fruit 
acreages was deemed Inadvisable, 
although the general trend of the 
market is upward. 
With world production below that 


of last year and with the demand 
increasing, it was predicted that 
sugar prices would reach higher 
levels.

Sir Wilfred T. Grenfell, medical 


missionary to the people of Labra- 
dor, waa entertained at the Uni- 
versity club Thursday evening by 
a banquet which was given by the 
Bryan Memorial hospital staft and 
to which was invited the staffs of 
all other local hospitals together 
with the Lancaster County Med- 
ical society. Nearly one hundred 
were present. 
\ 
Dr. E. W. Rowe, chairman of the 


staff at Bryan Memorial, was In 
charge of the banquet and intro- 
duced Dr. Grenfell. The guest, he 
said, had been taken Into the nlgh- 
est ranks of English s o c i e t y 
through his surgical and mission- 
ary work on the North American 
coast 
Because of this great serv- 


ice. Dr. Rowe said, he had been 
made a knight by the King of Eng- 
land, a distinction which rarely 
comes to a member of the medical 
profession. 


In responding Dr. Grenfell spoke 


of the medical progress which has 
been made since he went to Labra- 
dor and related how he happened 
to choose to give his life to the peo- 
ple of this country. There are now 
five hospitals in operation there 
and two others which are run dur- 
ing the winter. These do not in- 
clude the hospital ships which were 
started by the doctor late In the 
nineteenth century. 


He also told of the nursing units 


which are becoming more plentiful 
each year. A trained, nurse is 
placed in charge of one of these 
and haa a chance to minister to 
the wants of people for sometimes 
as much as a hundred miles around. 
The lack of i oads and the very poor 
transportation 
facilities on land 


makes it nearly impossible at times 
to visit the residents living far back 
in the interior of the country.

Dawes' Rulings 
Cause 


Minority Party To 


Drop Proposals. 


Democrats Claim Moral 


Victory By Record Of 


Seeking a Slash. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—(By 


the Associated Press.)—The charge 
of the democratic cohmorts In the 
senate, designed to force their re- 
publican colleagues on r e c o r d 
agamst tax reduction, at this ses- 
sion, collpsead suddenly Thursday 
under the fire of adverse rulings 
by Vice President Dawes. 


The majority withdrew from the 


fiery political skirmishing with the 
parliamentary advantage, 
but the 


minority laid claim to a moral vic- 
tory by building up what it claimed 
was a record that would make It 
clear to the country that the re- 
publicans were responsible for the 
failure to ease-the tax burden. 


Confronted with President Cool- 


idge's own proposal for a 10 per 
cent tax credit this year, offered by 
Senator Reed of Missouri, as an 
amendment to the 
pending defic- 


iency bill, republican spokesmen 
conceded the titular lead&r of their 
party had made a mistake in ad- 
vancing it. 


With few exceptions, the dozen 


senators who participated in the 
three hours of debate declared in 
favor of tax reduction now instead 
of in the presidential political year 
of 1928, but pointed out that under 
the constitution revenue legislation 
must originate in the house. 


Debate Becomes Personal. 


Before Vice President Dawes er- 


ercised his seldom used right to 
shut off the debate there had beqn 
sharp and even personal exchanges 
across the political dividing aisle 
of the chamber, with Smoot of 
Utah, and Glass of Virginia, on the 
one hand, and 
Reed of Missouri, 


and Lemoot of Wisconsin, on tha 
other, contradicting each other. 


The vice president, who so fre- 


quently has inveighed against un- 
limited debate in the senate, let 
the discussion run freely until mid- 
afternoon when he broke in on Sen- 
ator George of Georgia, to an- 
nounce his readiness to rule that 
the Reed amendment was in con- 
travention of the .rules and con- 
sequently out of order. 


The Mlssourlan noted an appeal 


from this, ruling, then withdrew it 
and offered a similar amendment, 
but clfanged the phraseology. "VVar- 
ren of Wyomlnp- 
venerable chalr_ 


man of the appropriations commit- 


tee." made a point of order againat 
that as legislation on an appropria- 
tion bill and was upheld. 


Demos Abandon Fight. 


Reed 
announced he knew

of order and allowed the rulmjr to 
stand without objection or appeal.

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 27.- 


To the editor of THe.LIncoiri Star- 


As an old tlrao .farmer,.! havo'jseen 
the benefit of. the birds as insect de- 
stroyers and I regret very much to 
sec a single one destroyed, especial- 
ly by a tax levied .for bounty pur- 
poses such as the one ;that has. near- 
ly annihilated the crow, which is 
a scavenger .bird. And now. cornea 
a. representative" in our.present leg- 
islature who'would like to.'include 
the blackbird in the same bounty. 
I can scarcely conceive 'of any 
man, especially a farmer, who has 
had•-•:the . blackbirds; and» even the 
crows.follow : him " around^ while 
Blowing;-to pick up the grub worms, 
wishing to destroy them, -iltis true 
the blackbird will eat a; few grains 
of corn from ;the end of .the ears of 
corn, '.but^he,-also gets ; the worrii 
that /destroys more than''Uie bird 
and Iceeps the worm.from multiply- 
irigMor" next. year.'s crop.'" The crow 
does an equal amount,of good as a 
scavenjger arid destroys very little 
of the crop. The'frbblns and the 
blue jays are great Insect destroy- 
ers'but will also ' feed on cherries 
and apples unless other fruit is pro- 
vided which they like'xbettfcr. Such 
provision can easily be made by 
planting a few rows of mulberry 
trees on the north side of the or- 
chard for a windbreak 
and * bird 


food.

; The sparrow is considered a- nuis- 
ance by some people, nesting in tho 
houlse gutters but if a suitable box 
is provided above the reach of their 
enemies, they will leave tho gutters 
as 1 have proved theso small .birds 
are coming to be our best fruit pro- 
tectors. I have seen them catch 
any lumber of tree moths on the 
wing during.tho season when theso ' 
iriotha arc doing their destructive 
work. I have seen them kill many 
Insects and even tomato worms 
nearly as large as they are.

tect all kinds of birds for they are 
all designed for good use. • ' ' • - .

proactilng this state. It has not, 
^Jiowever, ciossed'the boundry. Peo- 
ple in the vicinity of Scottsbluff, 
where the arrival of the.weevil Is 
most emminent, have thoroughly 
searcvhed their lands for 
indica- 


tions of the pests preserve, and 
have found none." 
Commenting on the alfalfa ques- 


tion as a whole, he said: 


"One 
of the most serious ques- 


tions the alfalfa grower hag to face, 
is winter 
killing. 
This 
can be

FEDERAL PRISON 


LEAVENWORTH, Kas.-Jan. 28. 


—(INS)—A strange point of law is

Pride of Jap Navy 


Is In Dry Dock for 


Extensive Repairs 


TOKIO, Jan. 28.— (INiS) The 
first class cruiser Furutaka, pride 
of the Japanese navy, is laid up in 
drydock at the Yokosuka navy yard 
while workmen are replacing 7,000 
rivets In the bottom of her hull 
that became losened within six 
months after she had been placed 
in commission. 


Discovery of this fault 
in tho 
construction of the Furutaka came 
as a shock to navy authorities- It 
is expected to result In a thorough 
investigation of whether poor ma- 
terial or careless workmanship was 
employed in her construction. 
The Furutaka was built at the 
Mitsubishi Dockyards in Nagasaki 
and was turned over to the navy 
last April. 
She "was designed by 
Naval Architect Rear Admiral Hi- 
raga. and was declared to be the 
last word in naval cruisers and the 
most efficient craft of her class. 
Since the Furutaka 
went into 


drydock, however, many naval au- 
thorities have outspokenly declared 
that she is a failure. She Is a 7,- 
100 ton -vessel, 580 feet long- and 
built of unusually light metal. Her 
critics declare the Furutaka is too 
light for her length and unable to 
offer proper resistance to rough 
seas. This, they declare, Is the rea- 
son for the loosening of the rivets.

look down on criminal law are the 
ones who haven't the courage, the 
talent, or the ability to practice it."

FINANCING PLAN 
' ON FREE BRIDGES 


ASKED OF SOLONS 


A financing plan for the construc- 


tion or purchase of interstate free 
bridges, which would take 5 percent 
of the annual gas tax revenue or 
abouT^$150,000 a year, is contained 
In a bill Introduced In the house 
Friday morning. 


"The bill is sponsored by 18 mem- 


bers of the ' house representing 
Douglas county and other counties 
along the Missouri river where 
bridges are desired. 
This money 


would be placed In a. separate fund 
to be used only for Interstate bridge 
purposes. 


In the construction or purchase of 


such a bridge the state would par 
three-fourths 
of 
the 


share of te^ cost out of this fund, 
while the city or county requesting 
the bridge would pay one fourth. 
The total cost of the bridge would 
be divided in half between the two 
states connected by the bridge. 


A city or county Is permitted to 


call an election, for the voting ot 
bonds to take -care of its share of 
the cost by the presentation of a 
petition 
signed 
by 
100 electors. 


Omaha, however, is permitted to 
pay its^share out of the county auto 
registration fund.

Further provisions are made re- 


garding the arrangements to be 
made by the state engineer with the 
other state as to the financing and 
construction of the bridge.
